from the combined firms. ‘The banks, however, 
were soon forced to give in, as the Chinese 
seriously contemplated the establishment of a 
new financial institulion with a large ‘capital 
entirely subscribed by theiv countrymen, The 
Dutch colonial authorities, too, were not success- 
ful in their endeavours to break down the 
resistance of the Chinese, as the policy of the 
Amsterdam directors was disapproved of .at 
Soerabaya by the Europeans tliemselves. ‘Aga 
last resource the Amsterdam Compavy brought 
an action against the ringleaders of the com- 
bined firms, in which heavy damages were 
claimed. To bring sbout an extra judicial 
settlement private negotiations were carried on, 
and the amount of the damages was yridually 
lowered’; but the Chinese intimated at lust that 
they would not agree to any arrangement unless 
the Amsterdam Company would abandon the

Hereaftor thy States of 
the World must recaon with ber. und, at tho 
samo time, they will not forget Russia's dufeat, 
Russian newspapers dexeribed as ruicide Japan's 
entrance into this war, But the tituaticn bas 
resu'ted in the : upposed suicide actually inflict- 
ing a greater wound on ber adversary than on 
herself.
